(AP) — U.S. Army troops came 
under withering Communist fire 
today near Saigon and in the 
coastal ricelands. Over North 
Viet Nam, a pair of Soviet-made 
missiles knocked a Navy jet out 
of the sky. 
Vice 
President 
Hubert H. 
Humphrey arrived at the Saigon 
airport late today accompanied 
by South Vietnamese chief of 
state Nguyen Van Thieu and 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky. He 
will leave for five other Asian 
capitals on Sunday after empha­ 
sizing the hopes for social, eco­ 
nomic and political progress 
expressed by President Johnson 
at his Honolulu meeting with the 
Vietnamese leaders. 
The brace of surface-to-air 
missiles hit the Navy A4 Sky- 
hawk during a raid Wednesday 
on Hon Mat Island, 33 miles 
south of the North Vietnamese 
coastal city of Thanh Hoa, a 
UjS. spokesman reported. The 
pilot bailed out over the South 
China Sea and was rescued by a 
helicopter from theguided-mis- 
sile frigate England. 
'Die jet fighter-bomber was 
the first hit by missiles but the 
eighth plane to go down since 
the United States ended the 37- 
day bombing pause on Jan. 31. 
The SAMS knocked down IO 
planes before the suspension. 
Navy and Air Force planes, 
meanwhile, kept up the heavy 
schedule of attacks on the Com­ 
munist North, hitting bridges, 
trucks and railroad box cars. 
Pilots reported intense an­ 
tiaircraft fire, which Ameri­ 
can 
military officials saw as 
proof of their 
warnings that 
the North Vietnamese would 
strengthen their air defenses 
during the suspension of raids.

Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, said he is convinced that 
what is keeping North Viet Nam 
from the negotiations table "is 
the conviction that we'll tire and 
quit." He said this belief is 
being bolstered by senatorial 
criticism of the President's ac 
tions and objectives. 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, D- 
Conn., a Foreign 
Relations 
Committee member, said that 
what he called "the clamor” of 
the anti-Viet Nam minority "en­ 
courages Hanoi and Peking to 
persist in their aggression, in 
the mistaken belief that popular 
resistance to war at home will 
soon compel the American gov­ 
ernment to withdraw from Viet 
Nam.*' 
The two senatorial supporters 
of the President spoke out in 
advance of today's scheduled 
appearance of George Kennan, 
former ambassador to the So­ 
viet Union and an expert on 
Communist affairs, before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee's inquiry into Viet Nam 
policies. 
Kennan has contended that U. 
S. involvement in Viet Nam in 
its present dimensions repre­ 
sents "a grievous disbalance of 
American policy.”

The two show business giants, 
whose careers were born in the 
days of vaudeville, died of ill­ 
nesses within hours of each oth­ 
er. 
After 62 years of belting out 
songs, big, brassy-voiced Miss 
Tucker, 78, died Wednesday 
night in her Park Avenue apart­ 
ment of a chronic lung ailment 
and kidney failure. 
Rose, 
millionaire showman 
who made his fortune from ex­ 
tra va gnaza curvaceous 
girls 
and the stock market, diedat66 
early today in Montego Bay, 
Jamaica, of labor pneumonia. 
He had come to Montego Bay, 
where he maintains a winter 
home, to recuperate from heart 
surgery performed in Houston, 
Tex., in December. 
Rose was an impresario, the­ 
atrical producer, 
newspaper 
columnist, nightclub owner and 
writer of such songs as "That 
Old Gang of Mine” "Without A 
Song,” and "Me and My Shad­ 


ow. 
Worth more than $25 million at 
his death, he made his first mil­ 
lion three months after his 
water ballet "Aquacade” be­ 
came the hit of the 1939 New 
York World's Fair. 
At one time Rose owned 17 
nightclubs, including the plush 
Diamond Horseshoe, opened in 
1938. 
It was in such nightclubs and 
cabarets that "Some of These 
Days,” a song written by Shel­ 
don Brooks, a porter, became 
Sophie Tucker's trademark. 
She belted it out at every per­ 
formance, whether she was do­ 
ing the blues, jazz or swing. 
Her last appearance was at 
the Latin Quarter Just before 
she became ill. She had signed 
for a four-week engagement, 
but was able to appear only two 
nights, and on both nights it was 
clear that she was in 
poor 
health. 
She spent 
several weeks at 
Mount Sinai Hospital for treat­ 
ment of what her physician de­ 
scribed as an intestinal inflam­ 
mation. She returned to her 
apartment where she was re­ 
ported recovering.

WASHINGTON (AP)— The 
Senate passed and sent back to 
the House today the "cold war 
GI bill” establishing a perma­ 
nent program of education and 
other benefits for veterans who 
serve more than six months. 
The vote was 99-0. 
The Senate accepted nearly 
all changes made by the House 
in a Senate measure first passed 
last July. 
The chief effect of the changes 
was to cut back somewhat the 
education allowances of the 
Senate version. 
However, the Senate made 
one change which required that 
the bill go back to the House. 
It was an amendment de­ 
signed to make it clear that 
veterans who have not gradu­ 
ated from high school would be 
eligible for the monthly educa­ 
tion payments. The House was 
expected to agree to this change 
promptly and send the bill to 
President Johnson. 
Although the bill is more cost­ 
ly than one backed by Johnson 


he is expected to sign it into 
law. The measure would pro­ 
vide assistance to veterans of 
more than six months' military 
service retroactive to Jan. 31, 
1955 when earlier programs ex­ 
pired. 
The current measure was 
passed by the Senate 69 to 17 
last July. 
The House cleared it Monday 
by a 381-0 vote but cut back the 
benefits in several categories. 
It would provide for education 
payments ranging from $100 to 
$150 monthly, depending on the 
number of dependents. The Sen­ 
ate range was $110 to $165. 
The House bill would require 
three years* service to qualify 
for 36 months of education — a 
full college course — while the 
Senate measure would only re­ 
quire two years' duty. 
Payments would be made di­ 
rectly to veterans, who could 
choose their own schools. No 
payments would be made retro­ 
actively for veterans who have 
attended school since 1955.

If a decision there is not in 
his favor he will appeal to high­ 
er courts, up to the United 
States supreme court, if neces­ 
sary. 
Montgomery 
maintained that 
he is innocent and the statute 
of limitations ran out before he 
was indicted, more than two 
years after the fatal accident.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Johnson proposed to Con­ 
gress today a food for freedom 
program to "lead the world in 
a war against hunger.” 
Abandoning the idea of sup­ 
plying only surplus foods, he or­ 
dered increased production of 
some UJS. crops, chiefly rice 
and soybeans, to help meet 
overseas needs. 
He called for a major interna­ 
tional effort including increased 
assistance 
from the 
United 
States and keyed to self-help 
from the developing countries, 
where hunger is one of the ma­ 
jor problems. 
To help meet world needs, 
Johnson ordered a IO per cent 
increase in the nation's 1966 ac­ 
reage allotment for rice to meet 
what he called unprecedented 
demands brought on by drought 
and war in Asia. 
He authorized the secretary 
of agriculture to buy limited 
amounts of dairy products to 
meet demands at home and 
aboard, where milk from U-5. 
arms is made available to mil­ 
lions of poor children. 
The President called for in­ 
creased capital and technical 
assistance to foreign countries, 
but he emphasized that this aid 
"must be accompanied by a 
major effort on the part of those 
who receive it.” 
Calling for an end to the idea 
of providing only surplus foods, 
he said "current form pro­ 
grams are eliminating the sur­ 
pluses in our warehouses. For­ 
tunately the same 
programs 
are flexible enough to gear our 
form production to 
amounts 
that can be used constructive­ 
ly.” 
Even with maximum efforts 
among the needy nations, John­ 
son said, "our food aid will be 
needed for 
many years 
to 
come.” 
And eventually, he said, as 
their own economies improve, 
"increased purchasing power 
among the hundreds of millions 
of 
consumers in developing 
countries will help them become 
good customers of the Ameri­ 
can former.” 
Johnson said 60 million acres 
of American land now diverted 
to conservation uses can serve 
as an emergency reserve to be 
brought back into production as 
needed. 
But, he said, it would take 
from 12 to 18 months before 
these acres could be brought 
back into production and that 
some reserve was needed to 
bridge this gap. The legisla­ 
tion 
he 
proposed 
would 
authorize the 
secretary 
of 
agriculture to establish mini­ 
mum reserve levels to meet 
priority needs. 
Johnson said the demand for 
soybeans has climbed each year 
since 1960 and despite record 
crops, "we have virtually no 
reserve stocks.” 
To assure 
adequate 
supplies 
at fair 
prices, therefore, he said he 
was directing the secretary of 
agriculture to use his authority 
under the 1965 act to encourage 
formerly planted to feed grains. 
Although the present reserves 
of wheat are adequate to meet

House, 
responding to 
strong administration endorse­ 
ment, passed the bill to repeal 
Section 14B of the Taft-Hartley 
Act last year. 
But Senate Democratic lead­ 
ers now have tried twice to get 
the bill up for debate and never 
have been able even to win a 
vote on the preliminary motion 
to consider it. 
The Senate outcome repre­ 
sented a defeat for President 
Johnson and even mon* for the 
AFL-CIO, which had placed the 
repealer at the top of its legis­ 
lative program. The 14B section 
permits states to ban labor con­ 
tracts which require all covered 
workers to join the union or at 
least pay dues.

CONGRESS MAY FACE PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT 
If Senate Minority Leader Everett Dirksen 
(R—III) has his way, the newly-convened second 
session of the 89th Congress will have to consider 
a proposed amendment to the Constitution. 
Dirksen is chairman of a group - - the Com­ 
mittee for Government of the People—which 
favors an amendment that would permit state 
voters to apportion one house of a state legis­ 
lature on other than a one-man, one-vote basis. 
The Supreme Court ruled in June, 1964, that 
states must apportion both houses of their 
legislatures on the basis of equal population. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, writing for the 
court’s majority, rejected the analogy of the 
U.S. Senate as inappropriate to state govern­ 
ments, which never had been composed of inde­ 
pendent sovereign units. 
Dirksen’s proposed amendment would super­ 
sede the court’s decision. His measure may be 
called up in the Senate late in February. 
Constitutional amendments may be proposed 
in either of two ways. One way is for the 
legislatures of two-thirds of the states to pro­ 
pose a constitutional convention. The other way 
is for the proposed amendment to be approved 
by two-thirds of each of the houses of Congress. 
In either event, the proposed amendment then 
would have to be approved by the legislatures 
of three-quarters of the states, or by conven­ 
tions in three-quarters of the states. 
It seems virtually certain that not enough state 
legislatures will propose a constitutional con­ 
vention, though a few have taken such action. 
However, Dirksen has promised to start action 
in Congress. 
Whether he will succeed is doubtful. About 
6,300 constitutional amendments have been pro­ 
posed, but only 32 have been passed by Con­ 
gress and submitted to the states, and of these, 
only 24 have been ratified.

France has the darndest license plate system 
you every heard of—on that we’ll bet. 
First, France has a national tag, not plates 
issued by small geographic areas, such as our 
states or France’s provinces. However, the 
government doesn’t distribute plates. Car own­ 
ers buy them from private firms or, and get 
this, they make their own. The only thing the 
national government does is specify size, shape, 
color and spacing of numbers. 
Here’s another strange thing.Reflective license 
plates are optional. If Frenchmen like the safety 
values of these tags—which reduce the number 
of rear-end collisions by making cars parked 
by the roadside more visible—they can buy or 
make them. If they don’t like them, they don’t 
have to take the “ safety” plates. 
Further, French plates come in two colors: 
front plates, reflective or not, are black-on- 
white, and black-on-yellow is used for the back 
plates. 
For trucks, the plate system is even more 
complicated. Trucks can carry reflective plates, 
if desired. Note this, though: If the truck doesn’t 
carry reflective plates, it must have a non­ 
reflective white stripe at least 8 inches high 
across the entire width of the truck. Either is 
designed to improve night visibility of trucks. 
It’s true that French motorists can make their 
own plates, but any reflective plates they make 
themselves have to pass certain tests estab­ 
lished by the French national government. 
Not many Frenchmen make their own plates— 
most buy them from private manufacturers. 
Nonetheless, if s a little fascinating to picture 
a legal situation where you can go into your back 
yard and, with tin snips and a piece of metal, 
work up your own tags. It’s tough enough for 
most Americans to get tho se rusty bo Its loosened 
and the new plates installed.

OUT OF THE DRUNK TANK 
When Dr. J. Edward Turner of Bath, Maine, 
proposed in 1846 that heavy drinkers be treated 
and rehabilitated in an institution, without resort 
to moral preachments and exhortations, both 
the public and his medical colleagues were up­ 
set. It was considered foolish to label drunken­ 
ness as a disease and in this way “to excuse 
vice and immorality by lessening the degree 
of personal responsibility.” 
On Jan. 22, 1966, the U.S. Fourth Circuit Court 
of Appeals held that a chronic alcoholic suffers 
from a sickness and cannot be prosecuted for 
public drunkenness. Thus Dr. Turner’s heresy 
at last has found support in the law. 
The precedent-setting decision involved one Joe 
B. Driver of Durham, N.C., who had been 
convicted more than 200 times of public drunken­ 
ness. Driver estimates that two-thirds of his 
59 years of life have been spent in jail. The 
appeals court, sitting at Richmond, Va., declared 
that the state “cannot stamp an unpretending 
chronic alcoholic as a criminal if his drunken 


public display is involuntary as the result of 
the disease.” 
The occasional drunk still faces imprisonment 
on public drunkenness charges. And the chronic 
alcoholic can be detained for treatment and 
rehabilitation “ so long as he is not marked a 
criminal.” The effects of this decision could 
be far-reaching. Jurisdictions that hitherto 
have disposed of their alcoholic problems via 
drunk tanks will have to start investing more 
money for medical care and rehabilitation 
facilities.

THE MINIMUM 
WAGE PROBLEM 
In one of his recent 
news­ 
paper columns, David Lawrence 
wrote of the dangers and prob­ 
lems that are apt to result from 
arb itrary increases in the fed­ 
eral minimum wage, 
which is 
now set at $1.25 an hour. 
For one thing, increases lead 
to demands for wage boosts by 
more highly - paid w orkers. In 
Mr. Lawrence’s words, “ . . . a s 
one class of employees is given 
an increase, 
the class just 
above it feels it is entitled to 
something 
of the same kind. 
This is often referred to 
as 
‘bumping’ 
the wage scales.” 
For 
another thing, 
upping 
the minimum may actually do 
the most damage to those it is 
designed to help. Of this, M r. 
Lawrence 
says, “ It 
can. . . 
mean that those persons with­ 
out skills 
who are 
not con­ 
sidered today to be worth more 
than $1.25 
an hour wov 1 find 
it m ore difficult to get jobs be­ 
cause it might prove necessary 
for em ployers to hire 
better 
qualified 
persons at higher 
wages 
rather than to 
take 
chances 
with 
employees who 
are not really competent to do 
the work.” 
In sum , 
jacking up the mini­ 
mum could set off a new wage- 
price spiral which would 
hit 


everyone in the country, 
and 
fall hardest on people of sm all 
means and lack of skills. And

WASHINGTON — 
Sen. Tom 
Dodd’s strange m ission to West 
Germany at the behest of the 
Julius Klein public relations 
firm 
suceeded in im pressing 
its clients and, presum ably, in 
preventing the cancellation of 
some juicy contracts. 


Gen. Julius Klein, the founder, 
wrote Dodd jubilantly after his 
trip; “ I had a very nice letter 
from form er Chancellor Ade­ 
nauer and am very pleased. I 
heard many fine things about 
your recent m ission to Germany 
for the Senate. 
“ I presum e, Tom, you will 
w rite the various people you saw 
over there and if you do, I 
would appreciate it if you would 
add a PS; ‘I was indeed glad to 
discuss with you also the fine 
work of our mutual good friend, 
G eneral Klein.’ ” 


Klein 
has handled his West 
German clients shrewdly. He 
got their public relations busi­ 
ness in the first place by capi­ 
talizing on the fact that he was 
a past commander of the Jewish 
American War Veterans at a 
tim e 
when the Germ ans were 
eager to prove they were no 
longer anti-Sem itic. 
Among 
his leading 
backers 
were Hermann Abs, one of the 
leading financiers of the Hitler 
regim e, and Dr. Hans Globke, 
who allegedly drafted anti-jew - 
ish decrees for the Nazis. 
Klein boosted his value to these 
Germ ans 
by persuading Sen. 
Dodd, 
a form er 
prosecutor 
of Nazi war crim es, to deliver 
speeches, sign letters, and en­ 
tertain clients for him. 
Dodd even brought Globke’s 
son, Hans, J r., Into his Senate 
office for several days in 1962 
to see from the inside how the 
U. S. Senate operates. 
ERHARD LESS FRIENDLY 
Klein established his closest 
ties with form er Chancellor 
Adenauer, who wanted to re -

build 
German m ilitary might 
as a bulwark against Commu­ 
nism . The old Chancellor’s re­ 
tirem ent has weakened Klein’s 
position. For the new leaders, 
Chancellor Ludwig E rhard and 
Foreign 
M inister 
Gerhard 
Schroeder, are more moderate 
in their attitude toward Russia. 
Klein noted this in the secret 
background memos, which he 
furnished Sen. Dodd. 
These 
were used by the Senator as a 
guide in touting Klein to West 
German leaders. 
T h e 
background memo on 
Schroeder, for example, cau­ 
tioned Dodd; “ Dr. Schroeder 
speaks English fluently. Some­ 
how, unfortunately, he has be­ 
come anti - Adenauer. There­ 
fore, his mind might be pre­ 
judiced against me. 
“ With Schroeder. . .be very 
em phatic that you hope 
his 
office will continue to support 
the Wiesbaden group which en­ 
gaged me to handle the political 
public relations. 
“ Without this support, the job 
comes to a halt and irrep ara­ 
ble harm will be done as, in 
spite of loss of business 
and 
clients, I have continued with 
my work under heavy expense.” 
Of course, Klein was most 
concerned over how Dodd would 
handle Chancellor E rhard. To 
make su re Dodd didn’t muff his 
lines, Klein wrote out exactly 
what the Senator was simposed 
to say. 
“ We are very much disturbed 
to h ear,” Dodd was instructed 
to tell the Chancellor, “ that 
due to the distortions 
in the 
German p ress and inaccurate 
reports that the role Gen. Klein 
played in the political public 
relations field has been mis­ 
understood. . . „ 
“ There has been no criticism 
of Gen. Klein in connection 
with the (Senate) hearings. On 
the contrary, he receivedpraise 
and tribute from m em bers of 


the Congress on both sides of 
the aisle. . . 
“ You may know that I was one 
of 
the 
prosecutors 
at 
the 
Nurem berg tria ls, and I have 
been a m em ber of the Congress 
for many y ea rs,” Dodd 
was 
supposed to add. 
“ I worked 
closely with President Johnson 
when he was a Dem ocratic lead­ 
e r in the Senate, and I had the 
honor of nominating him at the 
San Francisco convention in 
1960 against Kennedy. (The con­ 
vention actually was held 
in 
"Los Angeles.) 


CONGRESS AND KLEIN 
“ We in the Congress who are 
• working day and night have to 
rely on the assistance 
and 
help of Gen. Klein in giving us 
proper briefings, research ma­ 
terial and other vital informa­ 
tion of interest to the United 
States in regard to the G er­ 
man Federal Republic. 
“ Tile wounds of the H itler e ra 
have not healed and never will 
heal, as the present Auschwitz 
tria ls show. The.Com m unists 
and left-w ingers are taking ad­ 
vantage of this, and are utiliz­ 
ing the trials and the H itler 
period for propaganda purposes 
in the United States.

U. S. W aterfront Labor Lead­ 
e rs Back From Saigon Report 
M ilitary Ignores Expert Advice 
on Unchoking Saigon Port. 
New York: •• There is no 
b rass curtain stretching from 
the Pentagon to Viet Nam’s 
ports regardless of what has 
appeared in this column. I get 
this from none other than As­ 
sistant Secretary of Defense 
Arthur Sylvester, who before 
he became a bureaucrat was a 
mighty fine newspaperman. 
He scolds me quite indignant­ 
ly for reporting that the Port 
of Saigon is closed; that there 
is inefficiency; that there is 
corruption; that there is red­ 
tape, rule-book creakiness de­ 
laying the flow of crucial food 
and supplies to U. S. troops 
and to the Vietnamese people. 
Mr. Sylvester’s loyalty to his 
chief is adm irable. His indigna­ 
tion is understandable. What 
gets into the public prints gets 
into the White House and to 
the President’s attention. 
It is, therefore, quite respect­ 
fully suggested here - and I do 
so not only as a columnist, but 
as chairm an of the Freedom of 
the P ress Committee of the 
O verseas P ress Club - 
that 
A ss’t Secy. Sylvester talk to 
the skilled union men who have 
just 
returned 
from self­ 
sacrificing 
m issions to Viet 
Nam. 
Longshorem en's chief 
Ted 
Gleason would tell him, as he 
did me, that there are 
still 
horrendous and unnecessary de­ 
lays in unloading scores of idle 
freighters, am ongst which are 
some of A m eric’s finest 
and 
swiftest vessels. The Interna­ 
tional Longshorem en’s p resi­

Thus it is sim ply a m atter of 
the government advancing the 
funds. 
Mr. Gleason 
had recom­ 
mended the construction of IO,. 
OOO 
wooden 
pallets, 
for ex­ 
am ple. This would have taken 
a 
month. They have not yet 
been built. 
Furtherm ore, 
most of 
the 


equipment which M r. Gleason, 
with 50 years of Am erican dock­ 
side experience, said was vital 
is in Yokohama harbor. 
Thus, 
freighters 
carrying 
desperately 
needed 
m aterial 
have been worked only 40 per 
cent of capacity at any tim e, 
M r. Gleason has charged. This 
is two and a half tim es slower 
than what 
could be 
accom ­ 
plished. 
But 
Mr. Sylvester, 
who is 
chief Public A ffairs Officer for 
the Defense Dept., tells me in 
som e parts of Viet Nam cargo 
is being discharged “ at rates 
com parable 
to 
major ports 
throughout the world.” 
M r. 
Sylvester 
also objects 
to reports of lack of planning. 
However, he does admit that 
at the end of November 1965, 
far more than a year after the 
U .S . began bombing the enemy, 
there were 122 ships awaiting 
discharge of 
cargo. This, he 
says, was reduced to 81 by Jan. 
7, “ and the downward trend has 
continued so that we a re now 
at a level which is necessary 
to maintain an efficient opera­ 
tion at the various South Viet 
Nam p o rts.” 
I am delighted to obtain Mr. 
S ylvester's analysis, though it 
cam e only after a full year of 
futile telephoning. 
However, M r. Sylvester is at 
odds with the public and private 
reports 
of 
three American 
w aterfront 
labor 
delegations 
which have spent some tim e in 
Viet Nam. 
These labor men have been 
warned - quite explicitly - not 
to talk publicly of what they 
found. 
And it is repeated here again: 
They found corruption. They 
found ineptitude. They found, for 
exam ple, that one Saigon w ater­ 
front facility was owned by a 
French 
company. This dock 
complex was not being used to 
its full capacity. Yet it was 
not until 
eight weeks ago that 
the m ilitary took it over to get 
“ the stuff” to Am erican GIS 
and Vietnamese soldiers and 
civilians. 
For four months now — ever 
since Ted Gleason reported the 
presence of labor brokers — 
flesh peddlers — there hasbeen 
little change in the hiring prac­ 
tice on the Viet Nam docks. Tiny 
women, 
weighing I OO pounds, 
still work as cargo slingers 
— and carry 200-pound bags. 
If there is no brass curtain, 
why not perm it the waterfront 
labor leaders to tell the full 
story to the Am erican people. 
More than cargo is involved. 
There are Am erican kids in 
those tunele hills.

CONGRESS MAY FACE PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT 
If Senate Minority Leader Everett Dirksen 
(R—111) has his way, the newly-convened second 
session of the 89th Congress w ill have to consider 
a proposed amendment to the Constitution. 
Dirksen is chairman of a group - - the Com­ 
mittee for Government of the People—which 
favors an amendment that would permit state 
voters to apportion one house of a state legis­ 
lature on other than a one-man, one-vote basis. 
The Supreme Court ruled in June, 1964, that 
states must apportion both houses of their 
legislatures on the basis of equal population. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, writing for the 
court’s majority, rejected the analogy of the 
U.S. Senate as inappropriate to state govern­ 
ments, which never had been composed of inde­ 
pendent sovereign units. 
Dirksen’s proposed amendment would super­ 
sede the court’s decision. His measure may be 
called up in the Senate late in February. 
Constitutional amendments may be proposed 
in either of two ways. One way is for the 
legislatures of two-thirds of the states to pro­ 
pose a constitutional convention. The other way 
is for the proposed amendment to be approved 
by two-thirds of each of the houses of Congress. 
In either event, the proposed amendment then 
would have to be approved by the legislatures 
of three-quarters of the states, or by conven­ 
tions in three-quarters of the states. 
It seem s virtually certain that not enough state 
legislatures will propose a constitutional con­ 
vention, though a few have taken such action. 
However, Dirksen has promised to start action 
in Congress. 
Whether he will succeed is doubtful. About 
6,300 constitutional amendments have been pro­ 
posed, but only 32 have been passed by Con­ 
gress and submitted to the states, and of these, 
only 24 have been ratified.

France has the darndest license plate system 
you every heard of—on that we’ll bet. 
First, France has a national tag, not plates 
issued by small geographic areas, such as our 
states or France’s provinces. However, the 
government doesn’t distribute plates. Car own­ 
ers buy them from private firms or, and get 
this, they make their own. The only thing the 
national government does is specify size, shape, 
color and spacing of numbers. 
Here’s another strange thing.Reflective license 
plates are optional. If Frenchmen like the safety 
values of these tags—which reduce the number 
of rear-end collisions by making cars parked 
by the roadside more visible—they can buy or 
make them. If they don’t like them, they don’t 
have to take the “ safety” plates. 
Further, French plates come in two colors: 
front plates, reflective or not, are black-on- 
white, and black-on-yellow is used for the back 
plates. 
For trucks, the plate system is even more 
complicated. Trucks can carry reflective plates, 
if desired. Note this, though: If the truck doesn’t 
carry reflective plates, it must have a non­ 
reflective white stripe at least 8 inches high 
across the entire width of the truck. Either is 
designed to improve night visibility of trucks. 
It’s true that French motorists can make their 
own plates, but any reflective plates they make 
themselves have to pass certain tests estab­ 
lished by the French national government. 
Not many Frenchmen make their own plates— 
most buy them from private manufacturers. 
Nonetheless, ifs a little fascinating to picture 
a legal situation where you can go into your back 
yard and, with tin snips and a piece of metal, 
work up your own tags. It’s tough enough for 
most Americans to get those rusty bolts loosened 
and the new plates installed.

OUT OF THE DRUNK TANK 
When Dr. J. Edward Turner of Bath, Maine, 
proposed in 1846 that heavy drinkers be treated 
and rehabilitated in an institution, without resort 
to moral preachments and exhortations, both 
the public and his medical colleagues were up­ 
set. It was considered foolish to label drunken­ 
ness as a disease and in this way “to excuse 
vice and immorality by lessening the degree 
of personal responsibility.” 
On Jan. 22, 1966, the U.S. Fourth Circuit Court 
of Appeals held that a chronic alcoholic suffers 
from a sickness and cannot be prosecuted for 
public drunkenness. Thus Dr. Turner’s heresy 
at last has found support in the law. 
The precedent-setting decision involved one Joe 
B. 
Driver of Durham, N.C., who had been 
convicted more than 200 times of public drunken­ 
ness. Driver estimates that two-thirds of his 
59 years of life have been spent in jail. The 
appeals court, sitting at Richmond, Va., declared 
that the state “cannot stamp an unpretending 
chronic alcoholic as a criminal if his drunken 


public display is involuntary as the result of 
the disease.” 
The occasional drunk still faces imprisonment 
on public drunkenness charges. And the chronic 
alcoholic can be detained for treatment and 
rehabilitation “ so long as he is not marked a 
criminal.” The effects of this decision could 
be far-reaching. Jurisdictions that hitherto 
have disposed of their alcoholic problems via 
drunk tanks will have to start investing more 
money for medical care and rehabilitation 
facilities. 
* * * 
More than four billion dollars was spent for 
new spaper advertising in the United States during 
1964. 
The expenditure was an all time record—an 
increase of four per cent over 1963. Both 
national advertisers and local retailers bought 
more newspaper space than ever before. 
The huge investment in the newspapers of the 
nation has a meaning not often appreciated. 
Many people recognize the fact that the nation’s 
advertising investment is related to general 
prosperity, 
increased demand and production, 
and vigorous trade activity. On the local level, 
we have seen communities brought to life by 
the advertising of progressive merchants. 
Yet, in a free nation, expenditures for news­ 
papers have a deeper significance. It is the 
income from thousands of diverse sources which 
keeps the press free and independent. 
It is a historical fact that advertising freed 
the press from political control. No good 
newspaper has ever been supported by sales 
alone. Support has always been from private 
subsidy, government, or advertising. 
Thus, in a real sense, the four billion dollars 
invested in newspaper advertising was an in­ 
vestment by free enterprise in freedom of the 
press.

THE MINIMUM 
WAGE PROBLEM 
In one of his recent 
news­ 
paper columns, David Lawrence 
wrote of the dangers and prob­ 
lems that are apt to result from 
arbitrary increases in the fed­ 
eral minimum wage, which is 
now set at $1.25 an hour. 
For one thing, increases lead 
to demands for wage boosts by 
more highly - paid workers. In 
Mr. Lawrence’s words, “ . ..a s 
one class of employees is given 
an Increase, 
the class just 
above it feels it is entitled to 
something of the same kind. 
This is often referred to 
as 
*bumping' 
the wage scales.” 
For 
another thing, 
upping 
the minimum may actually do 
the most damage to those it is 
designed to help. Of this, Mr. 
Lawrence 
says, “ It 
can. . . 
mean that those persons with­ 
out skills 
who are 
not con­ 
sidered today to be worth more 
than $1.25 
an hour wot 1 find 
it more difficult to get jobs be­ 
cause it might prove necessary 
for employers to hire 
better 
qualified 
persons at higher 
wages 
rather than to 
take 
chances 
with 
employees who 
are not really competent to do 
the work.” 
In sum, 
jacking up the mini­ 
mum could set off a new wage- 
price spiral which would 
hit 


everyone in the country, 
and 
fall hardest on people of small 
means and lack of skills. And 
that, Incidentally, 
would pre­ 
vent the 
attainment of 
two 
avowed administration goals - 
increased 
employment, 
and 
the maintenance of a stable wage 
structure.

WASHINGTON — 
Sen. Tom 
Dodd’s strange mission to West 
Germany at the behest of the 
Julius Klein public relations 
firm suceeded in im pressing 
its clients and, presumably, in 
preventing the cJnceilation of 
some juicy contracts. 
Gen. Julius Klein, the founder, 
wrote Dodd jubilantly after his 
trip; “ I had a very nice letter 
from former Chancellor Ade­ 
nauer and am very pleased. I 
heard many fine things about 
your recent mission to Germany 
for the Senate, 
“ I presume, Tom, you will 
write the various people you saw 
over there and if you do, I 
would appreciate it if you would 
add a PS; ’I was indeed glad to 
discuss with you also the fine 
work of our mutual good friend, 
General Klein.’ ” 
Klein has handled his West 
German clients shrewdly. He 
got their public relations busi­ 
ness in the first place by capi­ 
talizing on the fact that he was 
a past commander of the Jewish 
American War Veterans at a 
time 
when the Germans were 
eager to prove they were no 
longer anti-Semitic. 
Among 
his leading 
backers 
were Hermann Abs, one of the 
leading financiers of the Hitler 
regime, and Dr. Hails Globke, 
who allegedly drafted anti-jew - 
Ish decrees for the Nazis. 
Klein boosted his value to these 
Germans 
by persuading Sen, 
Dodd, 
a former 
prosecutor 
of Nazi war crim es, to deliver 
speeches, sign letters, and en­ 
tertain clients for him. 
Dodd even brought Globke’s 
son, Hans, Jr., into his Senate 
office for several days in 1962 
to see from the inside how the 
U. S. Senate operates. 
ERHARD LESS FRIENDLY 
Klein established his closest 
ties with former Chancellor 
A <ie na aer, who wanted to re-

build 
German military might 
as a bulwark against Commu­ 
nism. The old Chancellor’s re­ 
tirement has weakened Klein’s 
. position. For the new leaders, 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard and 
Foreign 
Minister 
Gerhard 
Schroeder, are more moderate 
in their attitude toward Russia. 
Klein noted this in the secret 
background memos, which he 
furnished Sen. Dodd. 
These 
were used by the Senator as a 
guide in touting Klein to West 
German leaders. 
The 
background memo on 
Schroeder, for example, cau­ 
tioned Dodd; “ Dr. Schroeder 
speaks English fluently. Some­ 
how, unfortunately, he has tie- 
come anti - Adenauer. There­ 
fore, his mind might be pre­ 
judiced against me. 
“ With Schroeder. . .be very 
emphatic that you hope 
his 
office will continue to support 
the Wiesbaden group which en­ 
gaged me to handle the political 
public relations. 
“ Without this support, the job 
comes to a halt and irrepara­ 
ble harm will be done as, in 
spite of loss of business 
and 
clients, I have continued with 
my work under heavy expense.” 
Of course, Klein was most 
concerned over how Dodd would 
handle Chancellor Erhard. To 
make sure Dodd didn't muff his 
lines, Klein wrote out exactly 
what the Senator was supposed 
to say. 
“ We are very much disturbed 
to te a r,” Dodd was instructed 
to tell the Chancellor, “ that 
due to the distortions 
in the 
German press and Inaccurate 
reports that the role Gen. Klein 
played in the political public 
relations field has been mis­ 
understood. . . . 
“ There has been no criticism 
of Gen. Klein in connection 
with the (Senate) hearings, On 
the contrary, he received praise 
and tribute from members of 


the Congress on both sides of 
the aisle. . . 
“ You may know that I was one 
of 
the 
prosecutors 
at 
the 
Nuremberg trials, and I have 
been a member of the Congress 
for many years,” Dodd 
was 
supposed to add. “ I worked 
closely with President Johnson 
when he was a Democratic lead­ 
er in the Senate, and I had the 
honor of nominating him at the 
San Francisco convention in 
I960 against Kennedy. (The con­ 
vention actually was held 
in 
■Los Angeles.) 


CONGRESS AND KLEIN 
“ We in the Congress who are 
working day and night have to 
rely on the assistance 
and 
help of Gen. Klein in giving us 
proper briefings, research ma­ 
terial and other vital informa­ 
tion of interest to the United 
States in regard to the Ger­ 
man Federal Republic. 
“ Tile wounds of the Hitler era 
have not healed and never will 
heal, as the present Auschwitz 
trials show. The.Communists 
and left-wingers are taking ad­ 
vantage of this, and are utiliz­ 
ing the trials and the Hitler 
period for propagan da purposes 
in the United States. 


“ To offset this, we Americans 
have to act and that of course 
can’t be done by ambassadors 
and consulates. Therefore, the 
help of General Klein and his 
organization has been of great 
assistance to us.” 
These are the highlights of the 
little speech which Klein pre­ 
pared for Dodd to deliver to 
Erhard.

U. S. Waterfront Labor Lead­ 
ers Back From Saigon Report 
Military Ignores Expert Advice 
on Unchoklng Saigon Port. 
New York: — There is no 
brass curtain stretching from 
the Pentagon to Viet Nam’s 
ports regardless of what has 
appeared in this column. I get 
tills from none other than As­ 
sistant Secretary of Defense 
Arthur Sylvester, who before 
he became a bureaucrat was a 
mighty fine newspaperman. 
He scolds me quite indignant­ 
ly for reporting that the Port 
of Saigon is closed; that there 
is inefficiency; that there is 
corruption; Hat there is red­ 
tape, rule-book creakiness de­ 
laying the flow of crucial food 
and supplies to U. S. troops 
and to the Vietnamese people. 
Mr. Sylvester’s loyalty to his 
chief is adm irable. His indigna­ 
tion is understandable. What 
gets into the public prints gets 
into the White House and to 
the President's attention. 
It is, therefore, quite respect­ 
fully suggested here •• and I do 
so not only as a columnist, but 
as chairman of the Freedom of 
the Press Committee of the 
Overseas Press Club — that 
Ass't Secy, Sylvester talk to 
the skilled union men who have 
just 
returned 
from self­ 
sacrificing 
missions to Viet 
Nam. 
Longshoremen’s chief 
Ted 
Gleason would tell him, as he 
did me, that there are 
still 
horrendous and unnecessary de­ 
lays in unloading scores of idle 
freigiiters, amongst which are 
some of A m erle's finest 
and 
swiftest vessels. The Interna­ 
tional Longshoremen's presi­ 
dents reports that his recom­ 
mendations made on Oct. 21, 
after his first survey trip to 
Saigon, 
have 
been virtually 
ignored. 
He states that practically none 
of the unloading “ gear” which 
he advised be rushed to the 
choked 
port 
has been dis­ 
patched. Instead, he has been 
told that there are no funds 
available, though the unloading 
equipment would cost only $8 
million. This 
money 
would 
merely be advanced. Hie steve­ 
doring companies would rent the 
machinery from the U, S. gov­ 
ernment on a per diem basis. 
Thus it is simply a matter of 
the government advancing the 
funds. 
Mr. Gleason 
had recom­ 
mended the construction of IO,- 
OOO 
wooden 
pallets, 
for ex- 
ample. This would have taken 
a month. They have not yet 
been built. 
Furthermore, 
most of the 


equipment which Mr. Gleason, 
with 50 years of American dock­ 
side experience, said was vital 
is in Yokohama harbor. 
Thus, 
freighters 
carrying 
desperately 
needed 
material 
have been worked only 40 per 
cent of capacity at any time, 
Mr. Gleason has charged. This 
is two and a half times slower 
than what 
could be 
accom­ 
plished. 
But 
Mr. Sylvester, 
who is 
chief Public Affairs Officer for 
the Defense Dept., tells me in 
some parts of Viet Nam cargo 
is being discharged “ at rates 
comparable 
to 
major ports 
throughout the world.” 
Mr. Sylvester also objects 
to reports of lack of planning. 
However, he does admit that 
at the end of November 1965, 
for more than a year after the 
U .S. tegan bombing the enemy, 
there were 122 ships awaiting 
discharge of cargo. This, he 
says, was reduced to 81 by Jan. 
7, “ and the downward trend has 
continued so that we are now 
at a level which Is necessary 
to maintain an efficient opera­ 
tion at the various South Viet 
Nam ports.'* 
I am delighted to obtain Mr. 
Sylvester’s analysis, though it 
came only after a full year of 
futile telephoning. 
However, Mr. Sylvester is at 
odds with the public and private 
reports 
of three American 
waterfront 
labor 
delegations 
which have spent some time in 
Viet Nam. 
Hiese labor men have been 
warned — quite explicitly — not 
to talk publicly of what they 
found. 
And it is repeated here again: 
They found corruption. They 
found ineptitude. They found, for 
example, that one Saigon water­ 
front facility was owned by a 
French 
company. This dock 
complex was not being used to 
its full capacity. Yet it was 
not until 
eight weeks ago tliat 
the military took it over to get 
“ the stuff” to American GIS 
and Vietnamese soldiers and 
civilians. 
For four months now •> ever 
since Ted Gleason reported the 
presence of labor brokers — 
flesh peddlers — there hasbeen 
little change In the hiring prac­ 
tice on the Viet Nam docks. Tiny 
women, 
weighing I OO pounds, 
still work as cargo slingers 
— and carry 200-pound bags. 
If there is no brass curtain, 
why not permit the waterfront 
labor leaders to tell the full 
story to the American people. 
More than cargo is Involved. 
There are American kids in 
those iunele hills.

NEW YORK AP — F irst beef 
went up, then pork, chicken and 
tuna fish. Then blizzards and 
rainy weather cut 
vegetable 
and fruit supplies, and those 
prices went up, too. 
Now egg prices a re up again, 
2 to 8 cents a dozen. 
Supplies of frozen and canned 
foods have been depleted 
by 
government o rd ers and 
poor 
crops. 
So where does the poor food 
shopper go this winter? 
The U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture recommended prime 
and prune products, sweet po­ 
tatoes, onions, red tart cher­ 
ries, fresh grapefruit, fresh or­ 
anges, canned red salmon and 
potatoes. 
But 
last w eek's 
freezing 
weather in Florida sent fruit 
p rices up last week, and they 
a re likely to go higher until 
new crops 
are harvested — 
som e of them three months 
away. 
The freeze wiped out winter 
crops of tom atoes, green let­ 
tuce, sweet corn, pole beans, 
squash, kale and chicory, the 
Florida Food and Vegetable As­ 
sociation said. 
Market observers say it may 
be a long w inter for budget- 
minded housewives, with little 
relief before spring. 
The Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture estim ates that nearly IO 
per cent more cattle are being 
prepared for the market than a 
year ago and that the pig crop 
this spring may also be up IO 
per cent.

City departm ent store 
president, put it: “ We no longer 
keep up with the Joneses, we 
keep up with the young." 
One Fifth Avenue departm ent 
store — Lord & Taylor — re ­ 
ports its teen-age business had 
grown 200 per cent in the last IO 
years, and a store official adds 
he expects it to grow another 25 
per cent a year for the foreseea­ 
ble future. 
A swank Fifth Avenue store 
for women — Bergdorf-Good- 


man --o p en ed a haven for teen­ 
agers this month. A irlines offer 
them half-rate fares. Auto mak­ 
ers appeal to them with fast­ 
back c a rs. There are bar m itz­ 
vah pilgrim m ages to Israel, 
sum m er skiing tours of Europe 
and camps for overweight girls 
or those w orried about their so. 
cial IQ's — “ College will be a 
ball this fa ll". 
The reasons are obvious. 
Teen-aged girls spend $3,825,- 
000,000 a year on clothes and 
$57 5 million more on shoes. 
They plucked the granny dress 
off the French Riviera and • 
spread it coast to coast last 
sum m er, shifting lines through­ 
out the garm ent industry. Now 
they are going for granny boots 
— laced up the front — granny 
purses and granny spectacles. 
The g irls spend $470 million a 
year on cosm etics, and sales of 
m en's toiletries are soaring, 
spurred by young buyers. 
One reason: instead of just 
exchanging pins or rings, young 
couples now wear the sam e co­ 
logne to become smell • alike 
steadies. 
Teen-agers spend nearly $300 
million a year on records, ac­

ABOARD THE SS LA PA- 
TALA (AP) — I have traveled 
all over the world and seen 
many countries, people and cus­ 
tom s. But for many years my 
dream had been to visit Antarc­ 
tica, the continent which until 
now has been open only to the 
explorer. 
My son, Ed Sweeney, who is 
also the president of the Explor­ 
e rs Club, has a mountain range 
named after him in Edith Ronnc* 
Land. 
I am now 86 years old and I 
had resigned m yself to never 
being able to see that icy conti­ 
nent which covers the area 
around the South Pole. Then I 
learned thatL ars-E ricL indblad 
was planning an expedition to 
A ntarctica 
which 
would 
be 
available to to u rists. 
I was the first to sign up. 
Now we are nearing the end 
of our A ntarctic tourist expedi­ 
tion and I have been able to see 
som e of the most beautiful parts 
of that frozen continent in all 
their glory. The ice, the gla­ 
c ie rs, the fabulous mountain 
peaks, penguins, antarctic birds 
— and even the sea elephants 
and sea leopards. 
I can say without hesitation 
that A ntarctica is the 
most 
beautiful part of the world. I 
can say the trip through the Le 
Mai re Strait in splendid sun­ 
shine is the highlight of all my 
trav els around the world, and 
my fellow tra v e le rs agree with

me on this. 
I have also been fortunate 
enough to be allowed to see for 
m yself how the scientists of A r­ 
gentina, Britain and the United 
States work in the fields of 
m arine 
biology, 
meteorology 
and other sciences. 
I have been able to go ashore 
at such famous A ntarctic land, 
m arks as M elchoir, Almirante 
Brown, 
G ourssac, Deception 
Island, Hope Bay. I can say I 
navigated the Weddell Sea and 
stopped over at such places as 
Potter Cove and Half Moon. 
We have had cold days with 
strong winds. 
Thanks to the 
clothing provided, I have al­ 
ways been warm and have not 
suffered 
frostbite or worse 
things—as did the early A ntarc­ 
tic explorers. 
One of the highlights of the 
trip for me was holding a pen­ 
guin in my a rm s, stroking his 
chest and observing him relax 
and even enjoy being petted. 
I also rode through the snow 
and ice on a snowcats at the A r­ 
gentine arm y base at Hope Bay 
w here we also had the oppor­ 
tunity to travel on dogsleds. 
I have also been able to see 
for myself some of the dangers 
of A ntarctic exploration. The 
pack 
ice, 
for 
example. 
I 
watched it close in around our 
ship in the A ntarctic S traits, 
forcing us to leave im m ediately 
or get im prisoned. 
Then I saw it again, crowding 
us threateningly deep in the 
Weddell Sea, at the edge of the 
A ntarctic 
C ircle, 
which we 
could not penetrate because of 
the dangers it posed. 
We have been constantly es­ 
corted by the Navy tug Irigoy- 
en, and the A rgentine icebreak­ 
e r San Martin has never been 
far away, always watching over 
u s. We visited the San M artin 
once, and we w ere the first out­ 
sid e rs to meet with the Argen­ 
tine team of arm y officers who 
traveled by snowcats and dog 
team s to the South Pole and 
back. 
So at 86 I have seen A ntarcti­ 
ca. 
Next I will be going to the 
North Pole, and then I will be 
back down here — in the Ant­ 
arctic ice.

NEW YORK AP - First beef 
went up, then pork, chicken and 
tuna fish. Then blizzards and

prices went up, too. 
Now egg prices are up again, 
2 to 8 cents a dozen. 
Supplies of frozen and canned 
foods have been depleted by 
government orders and

So where does the poor food 
shopper go this winter? 
The U. S. Department of Ag* 
rlculture recommended prune 
and prune products, sweet po­ 
tatoes, onions, red tart cher­ 
ries, fresh grapefruit, fresh or­ 
anges, canned red salmon and 
potatoes. 
But 
last week’s 
freezing 
weather in Florida sent fruit 
prices up last week, and they 
are likely to go higher until 
new crops 
are harvested — 
some of them three months 
away. 
The freeze wiped out winter 
crops of tomatoes, green let­ 
tuce, sweet corn, pole beans, 
squash, kale and chicory, the 
Florida Food and Vegetable As­ 
sociation said. 
Market observers say it may 
be a long winter for budget- 
minded housewives, with little 
relief before spring. 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture estim ates that nearly IO 
per cent more cattle are being 
prepared for the market than a 
year ago and that the pig crop 
this spring may also be up IO 
per cent. 


Bessie Sweeney, 86, 
Relates Adventures

86-year-old 
Bessie 
Sweeney of Washington, D. C-, 
mother of the president of New 
York’s Explorers Club. One of 
the Antarctic mountain ranges 
is named for him. Here she 
tells what it is like to be a 
tourist in the frozen continent.

ABOARD THE SS LA PA- 
TALA (AP) — I have traveled 
all over the world and seen 
many countries, people and cus­ 
tom s. But for many years my 
dream had been to visit Antarc­ 
tica, the continent which until 
now has been open only to the 
explorer. 
My son, Ed Sweeney, who is 
also the president of the Explor­ 
e rs Club, has a mountain range 
named after him in Edith Ronnc 
Land. 
I am now 86 years old and I 
had resigned myself to never 
being able to see that icy conti­ 
nent which covers the area 
around the South Pole. Then I 
learned thatLars-ErlcLindblad 
was planning an expedition to 
Antarctica 
which 
would 
be 
available to tourists. 
I was the first to sign up. 
Now we are nearing the end 
of our Antarctic tourist expedi-" 
tion and I have been able to see 
some of the most beautiful parts 
of that frozen continent in all 
their glory. The ice, the gla. 
ciers, the fabulous mountain 
peaks, penguins, antarctic birds 
— and even the sea elephants 
and sea leopards. 
I can say without hesitation 
that Antarctica is the most 
beautiful part of the world. I 
can say the trip through the Le 
Mal re Strait in splendid sun­ 
shine is the highlight of all my 
travels around the world, and 
my M \(M travelers agree with 
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me on this. 
I have also been fortunate 
enough to be allowed to see for 
myself how the scientists of A r­ 
gentina, Britain and the United 
States work in the fields of 
marine 
biology, meteorology 
and other sciences. 
I have been able to go ashore 
at such femous Antarctic land­ 
marks as Melchoir, Almirante 
Brown, 
Gourssac, Deception 
Island, Hope Bay. I can say I 
navigated the Weddell Sea and 
stopped over at such places as 
Potter Cove and Half Moon. 
We have had cold days with 
strong winds. TTianks to the 
clothing provided, I have al­ 
ways been warm and have not 
suffered 
frostbite or worse 
things—as did the early Antarc­ 
tic explorers. 
One of the highlights of the 
trip for me was holding a pen­ 
guin in my arm s, stroking his 
chest and observing him relax 
and even enjoy being petted. 
I also rode through tile snow 
and Ice on a snowcats at the A r­ 
gentine army base at Hope Bay 
where we also had the oppor­ 
tunity to travel on dogsleds. 
I have also been able to see 
for myself some of the dangers 
of Antarctic exploration. The 
pack 
lee, 
for 
example. 
I 
watched It close in around our 
ship in the Antarctic Straits, 
forcing us to leave immediately 
or get imprisoned. 
Then I saw it again, crowding 
us threateningly deep In the 
Weddell Sea, at the edge of the 
Antarctic 
Circle, 
which we 
could not penetrate because of 
the dangers It posed. 
We have been constantly es­ 
corted by the Navy tug Irlgoy- 
en, and the Argentine Icebreak­ 
er San Martin iias never been 
far away, always watching over 
us. We visited the San Martin 
once, and we were the first out­ 
siders to meet with the Argen­ 
tine team of army officers who 
traveled by snowcats and dog 
teams to the South Pole and 
back. 
So at 86 I have seen Antarcti­ 
ca. 
Next I will be going to the 
North Pole, and then I will be 
back down here — in the Ant­ 
arctic Ice.

With a collective $15 billion a 
year to spend, the nation’s 24 
million teen-agers have become 
the long-haired darlings of busi­ 
nessmen looking for big m ar­ 
kets now and more later when 
the young people begin setting 
up homes of their own. 
From Miami, Fla., to Belling­ 
ham, Wash., from B a n g o r , 
Maine, to San Diego, Calif., 
teen-agers 
dress 
alike and 
dance alike. 
They also buy alike — with a 
difference. 
Their money doesn’t go for 
rent and taxes, but for snacks, 
clothes, records, cars, cosmet­ 
ics, 
(kites, 
movies, contact 
lenses, 
guitars, 
skindiving 
equipment and a thousand other 
item s. 
’’Clothes — that's where all 
my money goes,” says Audrey 
Philps, 17, of Harlingen, Texas. 
” 1 spend money for food pri­ 
m arily,” said Alex Kllros, 16, 
of Atlanta, a strapping 6-footer. 
“ I also spend it on shooting 
pool, going to the movies.” 
Audrey and Alex are two of 
the scores of teen-agers who 
were asked in an Associated 
P ress nationwide survey what 
they do with their money. 
Their answers are vital to the 
growing number of firm s re ­ 
gearing production lines and 
sales efforts to the demands of 
the youth market. 
As Bruce A. Glmbel, New 
York 
City department store 
president, put it: “ We no longer 
keep up with the Joneses, we 
keep up with the young.” 
One Fifth Avenue department 
store — Lord & Taylor — re ­ 
ports its teen-age business had 
grown 200 per cent in the last IO 
years, and a store official adds 
he expects it to grow another 25 
per cent a year for the foreseea­ 
ble future. 
A swank Fifth Avenue store 
for women — Bergdorf-Good- 
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man — opened a haven for teen­ 
agers this month. Airlines offer 
them half-rate fares. Automak­ 
ers appeal to them with fast­ 
back cars. There are bar mitz­ 
vah pilgrimmages to Israel, 
summer skiing tours of Europe 
and camps for overweight girls 
or those worried about their so­ 
cial IQ’s — “ College will be a 
ball this fail” . 
The reasons are obvious. 
Teen-aged girls spend $3,825,- 
000,000 a year on clothes and 
$575 million more on shoes. 
They plucked the granny dress 
off the French Riviera and • 
spread it coast to coast last 
summer, shifting lines through­ 
out the garment industry. Now 
they are going for granny boots 
— laced up the front — granny 
purses and granny spectacles. 
The girls spend $470 million a 
year on cosmetics, and sales of 
men’s toiletries are soaring, 
spurred by young buyers. 
One reason: instead of just 
exchanging pins or rings, young 
couples now wear the same co­ 
logne to become smell - alike 
steadies. 
Teen-agers spend nearly $300 
million a year on records, ac­ 
counting for 80 per cent of the 
single-record 
sales. 
They 
switched from Elvis Presley to 
the Beatles and Sonny and Cher, 
and the record companies fol­ 
lowed suit. 
Sue 
Miller, 
14, Monterey 
Park, Calif., spends half of her 
Income on records. 
“ I have all the Boatie albums 
and the Rolling Stones,” said a 
16-year-old 
girl 
at Douglas 
Freeman High School in Rich­ 
mond. “ I have 106 albums and a 
stack of 45s.” 
Teen-agers listen to the radio 
an average of 2l/z hours a day, 
and many walk down the street 
plugged in. Of the girls, 66.4 per 
cent own portable transistors. 
Nearly half of the teen-agers 
go to the movies at least once a 
week. An independent movie 
maker, American-International 
Pictures, struck a bonanza with 
such films as “ How to Stuff a 
Wild Bikini.” Now they plan to 
attract teen-agers with “ pro­ 
test” movies. 


T eenagers, as nearly every 
father can confirm, are a boon 
to the automobile business. Of 
the girls, 2,241,000 drive and a 
half million own their own cars. 
The figures are even higher tor 
boys. 
A Denver automobile dealer 
says he is hiring several sales­ 
men barely out of high school 
because “ they speak the same 
jargon teen-agers do.” 
Teen-agers are likely to have 
a big influence on their parents' 
choice of cars and other item s, 
from bacon to television sets. 
“ I’d been working on daddy 
for two years for a color TV,” 
said Kathy Hodge, 16, Wichita. 
Kan. “ We got it for Christmas.*’ 
Some teen-agers have their 
own charge accounts. 
Bobbie West, 17, Tallahassee, 
Fla., has three accounts in her 
own name, but she is an excep­ 
tion. 
Parents objected when a firm 
In Austin, Tex. mailed credit 
cards to high schoolers. 
The Denver Retail Merchants 
Association said several stores 
reported efforts to encourage 
individual charge accounts for 
high school and college students 
met with failure: the students 
preferred to use their parents’ 
accounts. 
Nearly half of the girls who 
will be m arried this year will be 
teen-agers. One million girls, 
like President Johnson's daugh­ 
ter J-uci, are engaged. 
Teen-agers 
have 
replaced 
farm ers as the economic back­ 
bone of the nation, Helen Nel­ 
son, 
California’s 
consumer 
counsel, reports. 
“ It is a sobering thought to

As the new year begins to 
unfold, each one of us is apt 
to wonder at one tim e or anoth­ 
e r just what lies in store d u r­ 
ing the coming months. None of 
us has the power to predict 
what the future holds. None of 
us can be sure of what to expect 
in 
1966—with one exception. 
It is a certainty that anti-gun 
factions will renew the lr efforts 
in Washington, D.C., and 
In 
many state capitols, to re stric t 
the sale, possession and use 
of fire arm s by law-abiding c iti­ 
zens. This we can count on. 
B ills introduced in Congress 
la s t year by the anti-gun forces 
w ere carried over to the se c ­ 
ond session, and the word from 
the nation's capitol w arns of a 
m ore intensified offensive to be 
launched this year to re stric t 
the right of citizens to beaau id 
use fire arm s lawfully. 
W 
Proponents of such bills would 
have you believe that to le g is­ 
late against guns will solve the 
crim e problem in the nation. 
Sportsm en, on the other hand, 
seek to convince legislators that 
the crux of the problem re sts 
with the user of a firearm , 
that new laws, if they 
are 
n ecessary , should be aim ed in 
that direction. 
The situation is alarm ing, the 
danger of losing our inherent 
rig h t to use firearm s is grave. ’ 
M ore alarm ing, however, is 
the apparent apathy which exists 
throughout the country among 
vo ters who seem to care little 
about 
what their rep rese n ta­ 
tiv es on national o r state levels 
a re doing. 
S tatistics gathered In a recent, 
nation-wide poll, for exam ple, 
showed that only 57 per cent of 
the 
persons questioned knew 
the name of the congressm an 
serving in their respective d is­ 
tric ts . Only 19 per cent of those 
polled knew how their re p re ­ 
sentatives 
in Congress had 
voted on any m ajor bill. 
The poll showed that only 14 
p e r cent claim ed any definite 
knowledge of what their con­ 
gressm en had done 
in their 
own d istricts and 70 per cent did 
not 
know that congressional 
elections will be held this year. 
T here is little to indicate that 
sportsm en, be they shooters, 
fisherm en, gun collectors, con­ 
serv atio n ists or nature lovers, 
a re better oriented in this r e ­ 
gard. 
A nucleus of leaders, 
representing a tiny m inority of 
the outdoor fraternity, tra d i­ 
tionally fights for the cause 
while the m ajority sits back in 
false security. 
It is tim e for the silent m a­ 
jo rity to make itself known. 
It is tim e for every gun owner 
to be concerned about losing the 
precious rights we have enjoyed

— MODERN MATH 3: 


Children Learn te Love New Method; Adults Can Enjoy it,too.

There are four lundamental operations in arithmetic: Addition, 
multiplication, subtraction and division. 
The first two of these are undefined operations. This simply 
means the operations are so fundamental that there are no simpler 
words to explain them. We find synonyms for the word addition. 
but we cannot define it. 


We have all spent many hours learning the addition and multipli­ 
cation tables 
the addition and multiplication facts. (Modern Math 
students still face this task.) 


A person just had to memorize the facts in the tables. Of 
course, manx explanations or illustrations were made to ease indi­ 
vidual acceptance of these tacts. 


This does not look much better to many people, but the kids, bless 
their open little minds, do not fight it the way adults do. They ac­ 
cept it and learn lo live with it after careful introduction. 
In Modern Math textbooks! for the lower grades, will be found 
numerous problems similar to these:

getting the idea that the tables applied only to pencils, similar ex­ 
periments were tried with other objects. Pieces of chalk, wooden 
blocks and other articles were laid down and then counted. 
These carefully planned experiments plus the fearsome force of 
adult authority soon got you to the point of accepting the tables 
wholeheartedly so that you memorized them half-heartedly. 
OI course, your teachers were careful to work only with such 
objects so that the experiments came out the way the\ wanted 


They never tried pouring 2 buckets of water over 3 buckets of 
dry dirt. You do not get 5 buckets of mud. Two cups of hot water 
poured over 3 cups of sugar will not give you 5 cups of syrup. 
These and similar experiments were carefully avoided because 
they were messy. They were misleading, and thew tended to defeat 
the purpose of the experiment. 
In the first instance there were not 3 buckets of dirt. merely 
3 buckets filled to the brim with dry dirt and millions of tiny air 
spaces between the grains. 
In the second instance the sugar is not added to the water; it 
is dissolved in the water. In the modern texts this handling of ob­ 
jects is largely replaced by pictures of familiar objects in setv 
Now let us consider the remaining two operations, subtraction 
and division. These are defined operations. That is. subtraction can 
be defined in terms of addition, and division in terms of multipli­ 
cation. Remember that you never studied a subtraction table nor a 
division table. 
Subtraction has a doozy of a definition: Subtraction is the pro­ 
cess of finding a number called the difference, such that the sum 
of the difference and the subtrahend equals the minuend. Is that all 
clear to y o u ’ Just tr\ teaching that to a child in the lower grades. 
The definition of subtraction is entirely too word\ and obscure. 
so that the subtraction algorithm is resorted to: 
"a - b = c if and only if 
c 4- b * a” where a. b. and c are an\ numbers. 


Now let us examine division, the other defined operation with 
its equally verbose definition. Division is defined as the process of 
finding a number called the quotient such that the product of the 
quotient and the divisor equals the dividend. This mess of words is 
bypassed in favor of the division algorithm a 
b = c if and only 
if c x b = a. 


This algorithm is introduced by giving problems like 6 x □ = 
18. 
The student mentally reviews his 6 table until he com es to the 
line 6 x 3 = 18. He now knows that placing a 3 in the box will make 
the statement true. After practice with problems of this form the 
equivalent form 18 
4- 6 = □ is introduced. This in turn leads to 
the division algorithm 18 
- 3 = 6 if and only if 6 x 3 = 18. The 
general form, a - b = c if and only if c x b = a. is the only step 
that seems to follow naturally. 


I his may appear to be a roundabout method to adults who have 
already learned to subtract and divide, but if you stop to analyze 
■your own experiences you will find that this is essentially 
the 
method y ou used. 


Our modern method is very useful when new kinds of numbers 
such as fractions, decimals and negative numbers are introduced. 
These algorithms prove helpful in algebra and other advanced math­ 
ematics courses, fo r the student to learn them young and to re­ 
sort to them frequently will improve his mathematical ability and 
progress

and left for Hawaii Saturday. 
All evidence at the conference 
site bore the e a rm ark s of hasty 
p rep aratio n , at least so fa r a s

Item : only hours before the 
P resid en t’s a rriv a l, w alls w ere 
to rn open in h is Waikiki Hotel 
su ite— so a ir conditioning could 
be installed. 
Johnson flew to Hawaii a s the 
Senate Foreign R elations Com ­ 
m ittee, dom inated by c ritic s of 
his Southeast A sia policy, w as

hearings on the Viet Nam situa- 
tion.

olulu. He scrapped his own re ­ 
m arks and prepared a new a r ­ 
rival speech in which he ap­ 
plauded—a m ost as if it w ere to­ 
tally unexpected — Johnson’s 
pledge of stead fastn ess. 
At the outset, th erefo re, the 
em phasis shifted to som e extent 
from “ the w orks of p eace” — a 
ph rase Johnson used in d isc u ss­ 
ing Saigon’s reform plans — to 
m ilitary firm n ess.

stage made of Air F orce ammu­ 
nition trailers and a cheering 
audience of thousands and thou­ 
sands of so ld ie r sandairm en. 
“ I’d go back in a minute,” 
said the Houston, T ex., beauty. 

It was 
the greatest experience of our 
liv e s .”

fetching blonde 
from Jacksonville, F la., with 
the L as Vegas company. “ None 
of us who went on that tour 
cam e back the sam e. We left 
something of ourselves 
out 
there and 
brought something 
back: maybe a new understand­ 
ing of what our profession is 
all about.” 
Dancer E ileen C asey, a bru­ 
nette beauty from Boston, felt 
the troupe’s reaction to the 10- 
day tour of Viet Nam last fall 
went beyond the go - flattering 
feeling that every a ctress has 
for an appreaciativeaudience. 
“ It was m ore than just the 
thunderous applause and hearty 
laughter that only men can give 
and the standing ovations day 
after dav.” she said. “ It was a 


feeling of actually being needed. 
No other audience ever gave us 
that.” 
Even by Broadway’s bizarre 
standards, the road company of 
“ Hello, Dolly I” , that opened in 
Minneapolis on April 19, 1965, 
with Mary Martin a s star had 
an unusual history and an even 
more unusual geography.

“ Instead, when the Russians 
canceled out, “ Hello, Dollyl” 
wound up in Viet Nam, playing 
to thousands of servicem en in 
stifling heat in the wool and vel­ 
vet costum es made for the Lon­ 
don company and against a con­ 
stant background of roaring jets 
and beating helicopter blades. 
“ More than half the company 
balked at going to Viet Nam,” 
revealed Bob Hultman, a lead 
singer 
from 
Grand Rapids, 
M ich. “ Some because they were 
frankly afraid; som e for politi­ 
cal reasons. Now they’re all 
trying to get back in som e way 
with 
USO shows or on their 
own.” 
Transporting 
the 
unreal, 
make • believe world of show 
business to the starkest of all 
rea lities, the reality of war, had 
a profound personal and psy­ 
chological effect on many in the 
company. 
“ When I got home I found I 
didn’t like m yself anym ore,” 
said singer Julie Sargant, a se­ 
rious - minded blonde charmer 
from C arm el, C alif. “ I wasn’t 
giving enough. You see, I had 
been among boys who w ere giv­ 


ing so much, everything really, 
to bring freedom to a pathetic 
country barely capable of un­ 
derstanding what the w o r d 
meant.

— MODERN MATH 3: 
Children Learn Ie Lave New Method; Adults Can Enjoy it,too 


By Prof. W. F. Lloyd 
University of Tampa 


There are four lundamental operations in arithmetic; Addition, 
multiplication, subtraction and division. 
The first two of these are undefined operations. This simply 
means the operations are so fundamental that there are no simpler 
words to explain them. We find synonyms for the word addition, 
but we cannot define it. 
We have all spent many hours learning the addition and multipli­ 
cation tables 
the addition and multiplication facts. (Modern Math 
students still face this task.) 
A person just had to memorize the facts in the tables. Of 
course, mans explanations or illustrations were made to ease indi* 
vidual acceptance of these facts. 
You put down 3 pencils and then placed 2 more pencils beside 
them and counted 5 pencils to verify that 2 + 3 * 5. To keep from 
getting the idea that the tables applied only to pencils, similar ex­ 
periments were tried with other objects. Pieces of chalk, wooden 
blocks and other articles were laid down and then counted. 
These carefully planned experiments plus the fearsome force of 
adult authority soon got you to the point of accepting the tables 
wholeheartedly so that you memorized them half-heartedly. 
Of course, your teachers were careful to work only with such 
objects so that the experiments came out the way they wanted 
They never tried pouring 2 buckets of water over 3 buckets of 
dry dirt. You do not get 5 buckets of mud. Two cups of hot water 
poured over 3 cups of sugar will not give you 5 cups of syrup. 
These and similar experiments were carefully avoided because 
they were messy. They were misleading, and they tended to defeat 
the purpose of the experiment. 
In the first instance there were not 3 buckets of dirt. merely 
3 buckets filled to the brim with dry dirt and millions of tiny air 
spaces between the grains. 
In the second instance the sugar is not added to the water; it 
is dissolved in the water. In the modern texts this handling of ob­ 
jects is largely replaced by pictures of familiar objects in sets, 
Now let us consider the remaining two operations, subtraction 
and division. These are defined operations. That is, subtraction can 
be defined in terms of addition, and division in terms of multipli­ 
cation. Remember that you never studied a subtraction table nor a 
division table. 
Subtraction has a doozy of a definition: Subtraction is the pro­ 
cess of finding a number called the difference, such that the sum 
of the difference and the subtrahend equals the minuend. Is that all 
clear to you'* Just try teaching that to a child in the lower grades. 
The definition of subtraction is entirely too wordy and obscure. 
so that the subtraction algorithm is resorted to; 
“ a - b m c if and only if 
c a- b ■ h" where a. b. and c are any numbers. 


This does not look much better to many people, but the kids, bless 
their open little minds, do not fight it the way adults do. They ac­ 
cept it and learn lo live with it after careful introduction. 
In Modern Math textbooks, for the lower grades, will be found 
numerous problems similar to these: 
7 + x 
« 15 
or 7 + □ 
« 15 
or 7 + — * 15 
or 7 + 
* 15 
(No. this is not algebra) 


These problems are designed to lead the child into subtraction. 
He is supposed to mentally scan through his addition table for 7 
until he comes lo 7 + 8 « 15 and then place 8 in place of x, or in 
the box or on 
the line, or in the blank space. After attaining rea­ 
sonable proficiency, he is shown that this problem is another form 
of the problem 15-7 * c and that the correct answer is 8. 


The child is soon willing to accept the definition that 15 - 7 » 
8 if and only 
if 7 + 8 * 15. From here to the general form 
a - b m c if 
and only if b + c a a is not a difficult step for his 
elastic little mind. 


Now let us examine division, the other defined operation with 
its equally verbose definition. Division is defined as the process of 
finding a number called the quotient such that the product of the 
quotient and the divisor equals the dividend. This mess of words is 
by passed in favor of the division algorithm a 
b * c if and only 
if c x b * a. 


This algorithm is introduced by giving problems like 6 x 0 * 
18. The student mentally reviews his 6 table until he comes to the 
line 6 x 3 * 18 Me now knows that placing a 3 in the box will make 
the statement true. After practice with problems of this form the 
equivalent form 18 + 6 * o is introduced. This in turn leads to 
the division algorithm 18 + 3 * 6 if and only if 6 x 3 * 18. The 
general form, a + b * c if and only if c x b * a. is the only step 
that seems to follow naturally. 


This may appear to be a roundabout method to adults who have 
already learned to subtract and divide, but if you stop to analyze 
•your own experiences you will find that this is essentially the 
method you used. 


Our modern method is very useful when new kinds of numbers 
such as fractions, decimals and negative numbers are introduced. 
These algorithms prove helpful in algebra and other advanced math­ 
ematics courses. For the student to learn them young and to re­ 
sort to them frequently will improve his mathematical ability and 
progress.

Johnson Conference 
In Hawaii Puzzling

An A P News Analysis

WASHINGTON (A P) — Prest- 
dent Johnson’s meeting in Hono­ 
lulu with leaders of South Viet 
Nam was one of the more puz­ 
zling international conferences 
of recent years. 
Despite a torrent of public 
and private pronouncements by 
its participants, the whole meet­ 
ing retained an element of mys­ 
tery. 
The mid-Pacific parley was 
born, in fact, under puzzling 
circum stances. 
Johnson 
an­ 
nounced plans for it last Friday 
and left for Hawaii Saturday. 
A ll evidence at the conference 
site bore the earmarks ofhasty 
preparation, at least so far as 
physical 
arrangements were 
concerned. 
Item : only hours before the 
President’s arriva l, walls were 
torn open in his Waikiki Hotel 
suite— so a ir conditioning could 
be installed. 
Johnson flew to Hawaii as the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, dominated by critics of 
his Southeast Asia policy, was 
holding 
nationally 
televised 
hearings on the Viet Nam situa. 
tion. 
Some of the possible witnesses 
on the administration side went 
with him . 
The 
White 
House insisted 
there was no connection be­ 
tween the conference and the 
hearings. Before leaving Wash­ 
ington, Johnson said the focus of 
the conference would be on 
planned efforts of the Saigon 
government to promote social 
and 
political 
reform s, with 
Am erican ald. A ll top American 
officials at the meetings said 
this was the focal point. 
Yet the conference ended with 
public attention fixed on other 
m atters: possible 
intensifica­ 
tion of the war and potential 
roadblocks to any moves to­ 
ward a peaceful settlement. 


In this particular, Johnson’s 
plans may have gone awry. 
When the Saigon officials a r­ 
rived in Hawaii Sunday, the 
President welcomed them with 
remarks aimed at home front 
critics. He 
said Americans 
must stand and fight in South 
Viet Nam or face inevitable 
bloodshed 
elsewhere 
at un­ 
known cost. 
South Viet Nam’s chief of 
state, 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu, 
learned about Johnson's planned 
statement while en route to Hon­ 
olulu. He scrapped his own re­ 
marks and prepared a new a r­ 
rival speech in which he ap­ 
plauded—a most as if it were to­ 
tally unexpected — Johnson’s 
pledge of steaJustness. 
At the outset, therefore, the 
emphasis shifted to some extent 
from “ the works of peace” — a 
phrase Johnson used in discuss­ 
ing Saigon’s reform plans — to 
m ilitary firm ness. 
The next day, briefing officers 
said the Saigon group, while 
talking enthusiastically about 
reforms, also told Johnson anti­ 
communist forces in South Viet 
Nam should be strengthened 
because, as they put it, tliat’s 
the only language the Commu­ 
nists understand. And they said 
they would never compromise 
with 
communism, 
although 
compromise presumably would 
go hand in hand with any mean­ 
ingful peace negotiations. 
Johnson, 
in his response, 
again sought to emphasize the 
works of peace tmt included a 
strong jiledge of m ilitary deter­ 
mination. Tuesday the apparent 
tug-of-war between the Am eri­ 
cans and the South Vietnamese 
on matters of emphasis took on 
new 
dimensions. 
It 
almost 
seemed as if Johnson and the 
Saigon group were vying for 
headlines. 
Unexpectedly, the President 
announced soon after dawn that 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey would fly to Saigon to add 
emphasis to the promised re­ 
form programs. 
Within 90 minutes, the two top 
officials of the Saigon govern­ 
ment returned attention to their 
“ lard lin e " and they helda pre­ 
viously scheduled news confer­ 
ence. 
Said Chief of State Thieu and 


Prim e Minister Nguyen Cao 
Ky: 
Saigon w ill not sit down at a 
conference 
table 
with rep­ 
resentatives of the National Lib ­ 
eration Front, political arm of 
the Viet Cong guerrillas, under 
any circumstances. The United 
States has said the Viet Cong 
would have no difficulty gaining 
representation at peace talks 
and Hanoi insists on such repre­ 
sentation. 
The South Vietnamese leaders 
again had their say. But John­ 
son got in the last word. 
The President stopped in Los 
Angeles on his way back to 
Washington and, bidding Hum­ 
phrey Godspeed on his mission, 
took advantage of his first op­ 
portunity this week to go on na­ 
tionwide live television to again 
emphasize Am erica’s commit­ 
ment to social as well as m ili­ 
tary progress in Viet Nam.

stage made of A ir Forceammu- 
ninon trailers and a cheering 
audience of thousands and thou­ 
sands of soldiersandalrmen. 
“ I’d go back in a minute," 
said the Houston, Tex., beauty. 
“ So would all the rest. It was 
the greatest experience of our 
lives.” 
Then for no reason at all, or 
maybe for every reason in the 
world, she burst into tears. 
Six 
thousand 
miles 
away, 
across 
a 
continent 
and 
an 
ocean, actress Mariiynn Lovell 
sat in her dressing room in Lon­ 
don’s Drury Lane Theater star­ 
ing fondly at a plaque given to 
her by Gen. W illiam C. West­ 
moreland for outstanding con­ 
tributions to tile morale of the 
Am erican fighting men in Viet 
Na m. 


“ This means more to me,” 
she said, “ than any line any 
critic ever wrote.” 
A few dressing rooms up the 
hail, star M arty Martin iiad a 
sim ilar plaque in a place of hon­ 
or on her dressing table, framed 
by huge bouquets of roses anda 
congratulatory telegram from 
the President of the United 
States. 
“ i’ m 
proud 
to have been 
th ere," said the star. “ Yet noth­ 
ing in life can make you feel 
more humble. What we gave 
them was nothing to wliat they 
gave back to us.” 
More than three months after 
coming back from Viet Nam, 
the stars, singers and dancers 
of “ Hello, D oily!” , the first 
Broadway musical to play in a 
war zone, were still enthralled 
by the experience.

the Las Vegas company. “ None 
of us who went on that tour 
came back the same. We left 
something of ourselves 
out 
there and brought something 
back: maybe a new understand­ 
ing of what our profession is 
all about.” 
Dancer Eileen Casey, a bru­ 
nette beauty from Boston, felt 
the troupe's reaction to the 10- 
day tour of Viet Nam last fall 
went beyond the go - flattering 
feeling that every actress has 
for an appreaciativeaudience. 
“ it was more than just the 
thunderous applause and hearty 
laughter that only men can give 
and the standing ovations day 
after dav.” she said, “ It was a 


feeling of actually tieing needed. 
No other audience ever gave us 
that.” 
Even by Broadway's bizarre 
standards, the road company of 
“ Hello, D oily!” , that opened in 
Minneapolis on April 19, 1965, 
with Mary Martin as star had 
an unusual history and an even 
more unusual geography. Pro­ 
ducer David M rrlck formed the 
company specifically to make a 
tour of Japan and the Soviet 
Union sponsored by the State 
Dei>artment. 
“ Instead, when the Russians 
canceled out, “ Hello, D ollyl” 
wound up in Viet Nam, playing 
to thousands of servicemen in 
stifling heat in the wool and vel­ 
vet costumes made for the Lon­ 
don company and against a con­ 
stant background of roaring jets 
and beating helicopter blades. 
“ More than half the company 
balked at going to Viet Nam,” 
revealed Bob Hultman, a lead 
singer 
from 
Grand Rapids, 
Mich. “ Some because they were 
frankly afraid; some for politi­ 
cal reasons. Now they’ re all 
trying to get back in some way 
with 
USO shows or on their 
own,” 
Transporting 
the 
unreal, 
make • believe world of show 
business to the starkest of ail 
realities, the reality of war, had 
a profound personal and psy­ 
chological effect on many in the 
company. 
“ When I got home I found I 
didn’t like myself anymore,” 
said singer Julie HargftflL ft Aft* 
rious • minded blonde charmer 
from Carm el, Calif. “ I wasn’t 
giving enough. You see, I had 
been among boys who were giv­ 


ing so much, everything really, 
to bring freedom to a pathetic 
country barely capable of un­ 
derstanding what the w o r d 
meant. Just being there made 
me realize that giving, not tak­ 
ing, is the ultimate goal and the 
ultimate reward in our profes­ 
sion .” 
Part of the strange and lin­ 
gering rapport between the m il­ 
itary and the “ Hello, Dollyl” 
company, in the opinion of co­ 
medienne Anne Russell, standby 
for Mary Martin in Viet Nam 
and now Betty Grable's in Las 
Vegas, involved “ the natural 
respect of one highly trained 
team for another. A Broadway 
show depends on the closely 
coordinated 
efforts of many 
highly 
individual talents. 80 
does a helicopter platoon and a 
fighter squadron. Seeing what 
lengths they had gone to for 
our protection made us feel that 
the least we could do was move 
atxxit with a feeling of ease.”
